Edmonton has a new and revised set 
of traffic regulations, already in effect, 
with which it will be the duty of those who 
use the streets to make themselves ac- 
quainted well enough to ensure the maxi- 
mum of safety for all. Nothing less than 
this can be accepted as the ideal that 
everyone is in honor, and by law, required 
to make real. Only so can future security 
be made a kind of compensation for the 
horrible accident record of last year. 

What pedestrians particularly need to 
get and keep clearly in mind is that they 
are not entitled to cross any street in the 
city save at an intersection. And at inter- 
sections they are only entitled to cross by 
keeping within the lines marked on the 
pavement, if any. Cutting corners is for- 
bidden, as well as jay-walking as com- 
monly understood.

Motorists are forbidden or 
Jeave a lane, alleyway or 
way at more than 10 miles per hour, to 
drive faster than 20 miles hour 
through a school zone, and must not at 
any time drive faster than federal or 
provincial law allows.

Unless disaster is tu overtake this

| airplanes, in large numbers, and quickly. 
| The call for this type of equipment has 
gone out repeatedly, and with increasing 
| urgency. But where are the planes to 
come from? Britain and France cannot 
spare aS many as needed. United States 
| factories are prevented by law from sell- 

ing planes except for cash; and the Finns 
have not the cash. Italy, to its credit, 
is making fresh shipments, through 
France since Germany will not let them 
go by direct route. 

As a weapon against properly prepar- 

| ed defences the airplane has been over- 
estimated. But as an agent for destruc- 
tion in a country which has not enough 
combat planes to protect itself, the “war 
| bird” is a fearful instrument. 

Neutral countries in Europe may see in 
the resistance offered by the Finns a blow 
against the forces of aggression which 
threaten all of them. They should co- 
operate to keep a steady stream of fight- 
ing planes moving to Finland, in numbers 
as large as they possibly can spare.

Hudson Bay ice 


The report from Churchill that the ice at 
that port is thin and that shore ice on Hudson 
Bay is narrow will not surprise many persons, 
in view of the comparatively mild winter the 
West has enjoyed this year. Wsually the ice is 
much thicker and extends much further from 
the shore. 

But even in cold winters Hudson Bay is not 
frozen over any more than is the North Atlantic. 
It can still be navigated and it would be no great 
task to keep the Port of Churchill open through- 
out the cold months by. the use of an ice breaker 
or two operating from the time cold weather 
begins. 

Actually, the Hudson Bay route can be used 
most of the year, excepting for brief periods of 
fog. And those who live in that northern region 
Suggest that it probably is safer in winter than 
at other times because ice is not floating freely 
from the north, Icebergs are attached. It is in 
the spring that they break free. 

The Hudson Bay route could be of immense 
vilue to the Empire in war time if it were used. 
It would mean cheaper and quicker transit of 
foods to Briiain. It would mean greater safety 
because it is less exposed to enemy craft than 
the more southern routes. But there seems to be 
no inclination to use it, no desire to seize the 
advantages it offers.—Saskatoon Star-Phoenix. 


Political Pledges 


The chief electoral officer has been warning 
candidates in the various federal constituencies 
that they must not sign pledges which will re- 
strict their freedom of action in Parliament. The 
Election Act forbids the signing of pledges and 
provides heavy penalties. 

The object of the act—to preserve the liberty 
of Parliament-—is of first importance. There are 
certain great principles to which a candidate for 
parliamentary honors may rightly give adher- 
ence. But it is important—particularly im- 
portant in times of emergency like ours—that 
the member of Parliament should be free to 
speak and vote as his judgment directs. 

Under the British system, we send repre- 
sentatives, not delegates to Parliament. We are 
a self-governing people. We pride ourselves 
upon our ability and freedom to make our own 
laws. Each one of us is qualified to sit in Par- 
liament, but beca it is impossible that we 
should all be there, we choose representatives 
and we look to those representatives to take our 


ise 


places—ts act for us on the various issues that 
may arise. 
If we are wise, we choose men on whose 


judgment and honesty we can rely and give 
them only very general instructions. We do not 
try to tie them up with pledges and promises, 
for the more completely a man is tied up, the 
less freedom he has to serve his constituents, 
and the less useful he is as a member.—Vancou- 
ver Province.

to furnish all kinds of supplies— 
somewhat late possibly—to those 
admirable Finns, and I would also 
endeavor to cause an attack to be 
made on the oil wells of Russia. 
“In that Way we would have both 
Russia and Germany at our mercy 
at the end of a few months, for they 
would then have to depend com- 
pletely on Rumanian wells, suppos- 
ing of course that the Russians and 
Germans could take and save them 
from Allied aerial bombardment 
which would not be a very difficult 
task. I would judge that the Ru- 
manian production would not be 
sufficient to provide the necessary 
supplies to the Germans and Russ- 


lans. IT am quite prepared to be-
